Official Results Made It 
Appear Favored Demo- 
cratic Candidates Got 
170, Opponents Zero. 


The six election officials who were 
in charge of the Eleventh Precinct 
of State Senator Mike Kinney’s 
Fifth Ward for the primary last 
August were indicted on felony 
charges. today by the grand jury 
which has been investigating fraud 
in the primary election.

The first arrest was of Carl Al- 
len, who gave his occupation as a 
bellboy and his address as 2330 
Olive street. Detectives took him 
in custody at 3:30 p. m. He is 33 
‘years old. 

The latest indictments increased 
to 30 the number of precinct. offi- 
cials against whom felony charges 
have been brought by the present 
grand jury. The six indicted today 
were charged, as the others have 
been, with making a false canvass 
and return of votes cast in the pri- 
mary election and making a false 
canvass and return of votes cast in 
the election of party committee 
members, conducted at the same 
time and on the same ballots. Both 
offenses are punishable by prison 
terms of from two to five years. 


Uniformity of Voting. 


The eleventh precinct of the 
Fifth Ward, which had its polling 
place at 2619 Franklin avenue, was 
one of the precincts in which the 
Post-Dispatch pointed out a strange 
uniformity of voting for favored 
candidates. 

The official returns made it ap- 
pear that 170 Democrats gave tpeir 
vote solidly 2» favored candidates 
whose opponents got no votes at 
all. The 208 Republican voters, it 
appeared, fell into tv"o groups, with 
125 voting for favored candidates, 
and 83 for their opponents. 

In the contest for six Democratic 
nominations for Circuit Judge, the 
six who were nominated got all the 
votes, and the other 19 candidates 
none. Other Democratic candidates 
who scored 170 to 0 shut-outs in 
the precinct were Joseph L. Simp- 
son, nominated for Judge of tne 
Court of Criminal Correction; Al- 
derman Joseph B. Schweppe, de- 
feated candidate for Public Admin- 
istrator; John J. Sweeney, defeated 
candidate for Coroner; H. C. Menne, 
renominated for City Treasurer; 
Lloyd C. Stark, nominated for Gov- 
ernor, and Senator Kinney, re-elect- 
ed to the Democratic City Commit- 
tee. Democrats of the precinct had 
no opportunity to vote for Kinney’s 
renomination to his State Senate 
seat as the precinct is out of his 
district.

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GIRL AND MAN 
AFTER AUTO RIDE 


Fisk (Mo.) Preacher-Saw- 
Mill Owner Forces Pair 
Out of Car and Shoots 
Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Oct. 14.— 
The Rev. W. C. Fain, minister and 
sawmill operator at Fisk, seeming- 
ly crazed by jealousy, shot and 
killed his former housekeeper, Miss 
Beulah Evans, on a little used road 
south of Fisk last night. When 
Loren Odell sought to help the 
woman, Fain shot and killed him. 
Fain’s 9-year-old son, Charles, his 
daughter, Mrs. Myrtle Wallace, and 
Odell and his wife had gone riding 
with Fain and Miss Evans in the 
minister’s automobile and were 
present at the time of the shooting. 
The boy told police he ran to his 
father after he heard one shot fired 
and saw Miss Evans lying on the 
ground beside the road. 
“Daddy knelt down and kissed her 
and said, ‘I love you’,” Charles said. 
“He got up and shot her again.” 
Coroner J. R. Reynolds, who sug- 
gested jealousy us the motive, said 
Miss Evans, who was 18 years cld, 
had kept house for Fain and cared 
for his seven children since the 
death of their mother about a year 
ago. A few days ago she left his 
employ. 
After the shooting Fain drove to 
Poplar Bluff and surrendered to 
officers who held him on two 
charges of murder. He. declined 
to make a statement. 
Odell’s wife told the officers 
Fain, accompanied by Miss Evans, 
his daughter and his son, had driv- 
en to her home in Fisk last eve- 
ning and invited her and her hus- 
bend to go with them to a political 
meeting. Fain, who is 50 years old, 
has been an active Democratic 
worker in the community. 
Miss Evans, Mrs. Odell _ sgsaid, 
feared Fain, and was reluctant, but 
all got into the automobile and Fain 
drove south on a country road. 
About a mile south of Fisk, Fain 
stopped the car. 
“He told Beulah he wanted to 
talk to her alone,” Mrs, Odell con- 
tinued. “She kissed me good-by 
and told me she probably would 
never see me again. She then got 
out of the car. : 
“They started talking behind the 
car, and we ran into a field. 
husband went to try to quiet them.”

Mrs. Odell said she started to her 
husband's assistance, but Fain 
threatened her and made her stand

DETROIT, Oct. 14-—Asserting 
that the New Deal has already 
started on the road to dictatorship, 
Gov. Alf M.. Landon challenged 
President Roosevelt iast night to 
take the people into his confidence 
and tell—before the election—wheth- 
er he intends to change the Ameri- 
can form of government so that la- 
bor, industry and agriculture can be 
directed and managed by govern- 
ment politics. 

Before an open-air audience of 
15,000 persons at Navin Field, the 
Detroit baseball park, the Republic- 
an presidential nominee charged 
that Roosevelt, by his silence, was 
attempting to dodge the fundamen- 
tal issue of the present campaign. 

“It is time,” he said, “to bring this 
question out in the open.” 

In stating his own position, Lan- 
don declared he did not believe that 
greater and greater concentration 
of power in the hands of the Fed- 
eral Government, particularly in 
the executive, was either necessary 
or wise. To the delight of his im- 
mediate audience, he said that the 
Detroit automobile industry proved 
what could be done under the Amer- 
ican competitive system. 

“IT believe,” he said, “that we 
should continue to use our 48 sov- 
ereign states to try out new ideas 
in the field of government. How- 
ever, if I am elected and find that 
new powers are needed by the Fed- 
eral Government, I shall favor Con- 
gress going to the people openly and 
Sking for such powers through a 
constitutional amendment. The peo- 
ple must be given full opportunity 
to debate the issues involved be- 
fore they take the momentous step 
of changing the charter of their 
freedom.” _

elected he would recommend to 
Congress the repeal of all acts giv-

Speaks From Manuscript. 

It was 9:56 a. m. when, after rid- 
ing through a thick line of spec- 
tators on Market street, the Presi- 
dent reached the  flag-decorat- 
ed frame stand on the Plaza, at the 
end of Thirteenth. street, opposite 
the City Hall flagpole, on which 
the presidential colors were flying. 

An autumn sun which to the 
waiting crowd seemed almost 
like the sun of last August, beat 
down on the Plaza, and shone on 
the white side of the Missouri Pa- 
cific building, which displayed a 
large sign, “St. Louis Welcomes Our 
President.” 

Audience Closely Packed. 

All rules for protection of the

Landon Is a Business Man. 

“He is a business man who 
knows how to make both ends 
meet, and he is a sympathetic, 
thoughtful person. He ate out of 
a dinner bucket for years and he 
still thinks along with the men who 
carry dinner buckets.

In 1924 Ford, mentioned as a pos- 
sible Republican presidential nom- 
inee, announced he favored the se- 
jection of the late President Calvin 
Coolidge. 

Ford, an ardent supporter of 
Woodrow Wilson, was persuaded by 
Wilson to run for the United States 
Senate in 1918. Although saying he 
was not a party man, Ford permit- 
ted his name to be placed on both 
the Democratic and Republican 
ballots in the Michigan primary. 
He won the Democratic nomination 
but was defeated in the election by 
former United States Senator Tru- 
man H. Newberry, a Republican, 
by 7567 votes—a margin later re- 
duced to 4000 by a Senate recount.

east, the crowd was massed six io 
eight deep at the curbs. At this 
point and throughout the parade 
the, crowd, an orderly gathering, 
was held back by policemen and 
soldiers with rifles, while glimpses 
of uniformed firemen could be 
caught against the bright sky as 
they patrolled their stations on the 
roofs of buildings. 

In the Memorial Plaza a big 
crowd was massed, spilling over 
across Market street and up the 
broad steps of the Municipal Courts 
Building, Auditorium and City Hall. 
As the last car of the parade passed 
Sixteenth street the crowd swept in 
behind it and filling the street from 
curb to curb, swarmed eastward on 
the run, to hear the President's ded- 
ication speech. 

Continuous Cheering. 

Cheerin gwas continuous and hats 
were doffed as his car was backed 
up oOn'a wooden ramp _ into the 
speakers’ stand, from which he had 
only a few feet to go to the speak- 
ers’ box. In the crowd before the 
stand were many children who were 
less in evidence at other points in 
the parade, although the public 
schools had recessed for the morn- 
ing. 

After the speech the parade con- 
tinued east on Market street, pass- 
ing between lanes of spectators 
from three to 10 deep on both sides 
of the street. The President waved 
his hat almost continuously and the 
famed Roosevelt smile was in evi- 
dence for the entire route. 

As the parade swung into the cut- 
off at Seventh street and headed 
down Walnut street the chief execu- 
tive’s smile broadened and he gave 
a friendly individual wave to an 
elderly man with a beard who stood 
in the front row of spectators 
tooting “Yankee Doodle” on a tin 
whistle. 

In front of the Old Cathedral at 
Second and Walnut streets the head 
of the parade halted momentarily 
while the President surveyed the 
historic structure, then continued 
on to the river front where roar- 
ing steamboat whistles and sirens 
and bursting bombs made the great- 


‘est din of the entire parade. Here 


soldiers patrolled the elevated rail- 
road structure along the riverfront 
and other men in uniform were ata- 
tioned along Eads Bridge. The 
spectators were grouped in a s3in- 
gle row on either side of the pa- 
rade, the thinnest crowd of the 
route,» 

Up Washington avenue the crowd 


was three to 10 deep at the curb and 


among them, apparently, were many 
shoppers, since women seemed to 
predominate in the section between 
Broadway and LFighth street. 

West of Twelfth boulevard the 
crowd was heavier, from eight to 
12 deep, but on Eighteenth street it 
was strung thinly at the curbs. 

Arrived at Union Station, the 
cars were driven into the train shed 
at the Clark avenue gate and the 
President immediately boarded his 
car, waving and grinning at the 
cheering crowd before he went in- 
side. Mrs. Rooseveit stood along- 
side the car chatting with woman 
Democratic leaders and newspaper 
reporters, while photographers’ 
flashlights flared.

“Gov. Park, Mr. .Mayor, my 


friends of St. Louis and Missouri: 

“You and I join here with the 
rest of the nation in dedicating this 
site as a memorial to the valiant 
dead of the World War Here is 
rising a fitting structure, a symbol 
of devoted patriotism and unselfish 
service. . 

“We in America do not build 
monuments to war. We do not 
build monuments to conquest. We 
build monuments to commemorate 
the spirit of sacrifice in war, re- 
minders of our desire for peace. 

“The memory of those whom the 
war called to the Beyond urges us 
to consecrate the best that is in 
us to the service of country in times 
of peace. We best honor the mem- 
ory of those dead by striving for 
peace, that the terror of the days 
of war will be with us no more. 

“In what we have done during the 
last few years to promote’ nation- 
al recovery at home, to extend the 
hand of the good neighbor to the 
nations of the world, to break down 
the barriers to commerce which di- 
vide nation from nation, we are 
promoting the course of peace 
throughout the world. 


A Job at Home, Too. 


“Here at home is the call to serv- 
ice too. 

“Inequalities in our social order 
call for correction. A true patriot- 
ism urges us to build an even more 
substantial America where the good 
things of life may be shared by 
more of us, where the social injus- 
tices will not be encouraged to 
flourish. The many different occu- 
pations in our economic and social 
order can and must be tied more 
closely together for their mutual 
advantage and for the advantage 
of America. ; 

“It is significant that the site 
of this memorial to the veterans of 


the World War is also the site of 
the beginning of the Old Oregon 
Trail. Here those pioneers of old 
left to begin that long trek across 
an unknown country. They faced 
the dangers ahead of them with 
stout heart and determined mind. 

“They carried the civilization of 
their day to new outposts. They 
carried the spirit of America to a 
broader destiny. 

“We seek to follow their example 
along another trail. They turned 
not back. Let us not turn back 
in what we seek in these years, a 
sounder and more permanent well- 
being in America. 


“We honor them and we will

Crowd’s Final View.

A cheer 
went up and he waved as the 
train pulled away. 

Mayor Dickmann, who departed 
on the train for Chicago, sent word 
to reporters that the President had 
“expressed pleasure” at the river- 
front memorial project and had re- 
marked that no matter what con- 
struction was done, the old Cathe- 
dral and the Rock House, a levee 
structure, should be left standing 
because of historical associations, 

The Police Department’s entire 
force of about 1800 men was on duty 
this morning, with about 1400 men 
assigned to duty downtown, and 
only skeleton forces in the other 
districts.

His life was not a 
theory or an idealism; it was not 
Masquerading or shadow-boxing.

“Jesus’ abiding life,” the speaker 
continued, “gives us our standard 
of right. Christianity is not a suc- 
cession of nagging thou-shalt-nots. 
It is a triumphant ‘Thou shalt.’ The 
ethic of the Victorian age is gone, 
though I wish we might have pre- 
served some of its reverences and 
its rcticences. Creeds change their 
outer forms, but the centrality en- 
dures.” 

The speaker paused to refer to his 
wn New York church parish, saying, 
“T wonder what the early Christians

would think of it. I have 750 fam- 
‘ilies up and down Park avenue, and 
'1000 families in the tenements,” he 
‘said. “It is upper and lower crust, 
‘with no filling. When I see our 
church plant, with swimming pool 
and gymnasium, I wonder how the 
‘early Christians would regard such 


“A young man has asked me, in 
a question submitted since this mis- 
sion began, ‘How am I to know that 
my love affair is real?’ It is a 
pertinent question. Many homes are 
broken before they are begun; the 


‘time before marriage is a crucial 


one. I would say to the questioner, 
“Can you pray about it, under the 
eyes of Christ?’ He is the living 
sense of right and truth. 

“Through the abiding life of Je- 
sus, we have power to cope with the 
oppressions of earth. We glibly say 
the early Christians were not in 
politics, but have we the right to 
talk about the early Christians? The 
oppressors of their time knew that 
the Christians musts be killed, be- 
cause they stood for something. To- 
day, the oppressors do not care 
whether we live or die. The thing 
wrong with us is that nobody tries 
to kill us. 

“If somebody came and tapped 
me on the shoulder and said, ‘But- 
trick, forswear your faith in Christ, 
or we will lead you out to the bon- 
fire, I know what I ought to say 
and wish that I might say, but I do 
not know whether I would have the 
grit to do it. But the early Chris- 
tians did it, and turned the bitterest 
torment into joy. 

“That is the most amazing thing 
in the range of psychological facts, 
that they were able to transmute 
torment into joy when they called 
on the name of Jesus. 

Oppressions of the Present. 

“But we need not seek far to find 
the oppressions of our time. The 
war system is one. It is plain that 
we shall never get rid of war by 
preparing to slay the enemy. We 
must slay enmity. There are forces 
that do not want enmity slain—it 
means dollars. 

“There is commercial greed. In 
my parish there are 40,000 bedrooms 
without direct light and air, and in 
the city 2,000,000 persons are living 
in houses that have been con- 
demned. One-fourth of the world’s 
people are on the edge of starvation, 
and half are in economic insecurity. 

“We have the skill and the 
knowledge, but we lack’ the love to 
solve these problems. Only the 
abiding and the living Christ can 
give us power to endure, and never 
hurt or hate. 

“One of my best friends came in- 
nocently to have knowledge of a

“We cannot cut away evil and op- 
pression unless the surgeon's knife 
of our own life is clean. Sickness 
is overcome by healthy people; you 
do not employ a physician or a 
nurse who has an infectious sick- 
ness. To get:rid of our sins, we 
must have one clean of guilt. Our 
help must come from one not only 
healthy, but with sympathy for all 
mankind, and with the love of God 
himself. 


Pransfusion as Example. 


“When a blood tranfusion is given 
in our hospitals, the blood must be 
of the same kind, but pure where 
the paitent’s blood is diseased. We 
need the compassion of God, with 
blood like our blood, but utterly 
pure and healthy. Such a man could 
atone for our sins, and has done so. 
‘There is a green hill far away.’ 

“If tonight you come to Jesus, if 

you call on the livingness of Christ, 
saying, ‘Oh, God, in whom is com- 
passion, forgive my sin,’ God tonight 
will forgive your sin. Out of the 
livingness of Christ comes pardon. 
“And out of Christ comes great 
joy. Not pleasure, though there is 
room for pleasure in the life of the 
Christian. The movies here, I see, 
cost 25 cents, and I suppose are 
sometimes worth it. Pleasure is a 
25-cent commodity; joy is not. 
“A recent newspaper list of the 
most joyous people, a list not com- 
plete, but discerningly prepared, be- 
gan with a mother bathing her baby 
after a wearying day; then a crafts- 
man whistling over his job; then a 
doctor at 2 a. m., after being called 
from his bed and performing a suc- 
cessful operation. 

“The purchase price of joy is a 
life laid down in sacrifice. If we 
come to Jesus and give our lives in 
sacrifice for our fellows, we have 
paid the purchase price of joy. I 
have been wretched only when I 
have left Jesus. 

“Now do you understand what 
we preachers mean when we say 
‘Come to Jesus?’ Bring your life 
to terms with Him in complete sur- 
render, and you will have the for- 
giveness of sin and the deepest joy. 
I am offéring you the sense of pow- 
er, the wellspring of joy. Life 
must have its times of decision. I 
plead for a verdict. I do not wish 
to coerce; the decision must be 
your decision. If Jesus were here, 
He would say, ‘Follow me.’ Will 
you follow Him? Will you come to 
Jesus?” 

Dr. Buttrick asked for a show 
of hands, and hands were raised 
throughout the audience. There 
was no after-meeting or card-sign- 
ing. “We are not counting noses,” 
Dr. Buttrick said. “The decisions 
made here are to be weighed, not 
numbered.”

ST. LOUIS AWARD 


One Basis of - Choice His 
Achievement .jn Keeping 
United Charities Intact.

Charles Nagel, distinguished St. 
Louis lawyer and Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor tn President Taft's 


Cabinet, was presented today with 
the annual St. Louis Award for his 
achievement in keeping United 
Charities, Inc., intact when its dis- 
solution was threatened early this 
year; for services to the city, State 
and nation, and for “his elevating 
influence in civic affairs.” 

The presentation took place at a 
civic gathering at the Mayor's: of- 
fice at City Hall, It was made 
by Frank C, Rand, member of the 
Award Committee. President Wil- 
liam L. Mason of the Board of Al- 
dermen presided, as Acting Mayor, 
in the absence of Mayor Dickmann, 
who went to Chicago with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

A $1000 honorarium was attached 
to the award, under terms laid 
down by the anonymous donor. 
This was the fifth of a series of 
10 annual presentations. 

The Citation. 

The citation said: “For his 
achievement in persuading the 
Catholic Charities, Community 
Fund and Jewish Federation to 
continue their co-operative philan- 
thropic efforts in St. Louis under 
the direction of the United Char- 
ities; for his life-long, varied and 
outstanding services to the city, 
State and nation; for his elevating 
influence in civic affairs, this cer- 
tificate is awarded to Charles Na- 
oe St. Louis Award Commit- 
ee.” 

Rand, in the presentation ad- 
dress, said: “The selection was not 
a difficult one to make. It repre- 
sents the unanimous judgment of 
your committee in a written ballot 
individually cast without sugges- 
tion or debate. In taking an in- 
ventory of the wealth of St. Louis 
we list first among her assets the 
character of her citizenship and 
prize it above the material things 
that we enjoy, for it is character 
and not capital that creates the 
charm of the community in which 
we live.” 

Mr. Nagel, senwr member of the 
law firm of Nagel, Kirby, Orrick 
& Shepley, with offices in the Se- 
curity Building, resides at 19 Len- 
ox place. He is 87 years old, but 
still active in his profession, go- 
ing to his office daily. 

First Head of United Relief. 

Always interested in civic af- 
fairs, he became first president of 
United Relief, Inc, when it was 
formed in 1932 as a combination 
of the Community Fund, Catholic 
Charities and Jewish Federation. 
It has since been changed to Unit- 
ed Charities, Inc. 

Since 1892 he has been a mem- 
ber of the Washington University 
Corporation, or governing board, 
and for a time he was its presi- 
dent. 

In 1881-82 he was a State Rep- 
resentative from St. Louis and in 
1893-97 he was president of the 
City Council, the upper house of 
the old Municipal Assembly. With 
his $1200 salary for that four-year 
term he purchased and presented 
to the old St. Louis Museum of Fine 
Arts the painting, “Another Mar- 
guerite,” still hanging at the Art 
Museum. 

Made Republican. National Com- 
mitteeman from Missouri in 1908, 
he was appointed by President Taft 
the next year to head the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. Near 
the end of the Taft administration, 
when Congress divided the depart- 
ment, his title was changed to Sec- 
retary of Commerce. 

Has Practiced Law Since 1873. 

He was born in Texas, the son 

of a physician, but came here as 
a boy and was educated at Central 
High School, St. Louis Law School, 
the forerunner of the Washington 
University Law School, and the 
University of Berlin. He has prac- 
ticed law here since 1873. 
: Economic, social and political 
liberalism have been guiding lights 
of his career. He is a Republican 
but at times has supported Demo- 
crats. 

Previous recipients of the St. 
Louis Award have been: Tom K. 
Smith, banker (recently made pres- 
ident of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation), 1932; Dr. Max A. Gold- 
stein, physician and teacher of the 
deaf, 1933; Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
1934, and the Bar Association of 
St. Louis, 1935. Nagel, one of the 
original members of the St. Louis 
Award Committee, resigned more 
than a year ago.

AE. KINDERVATER DIES; 
PFYSIGAL EDUCATOR 


Succumbs Following Operation 
at 79—In School System 
for 34 Years. 


Alvin E. Kindervater, who re- 
tired as director of physical edu- 
cation in the. St. Louis public 
schools last June, after 34 years, 
died today at Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital, where he had_ recently 
undergone an abdominal operation. 
He was 79 years old and lived at 
3438 Russell boulevard. 

Mr. Kindervater started his pro- 
fessional career in Minneapolis in 


1881 as physical director in turn- 
vereins at Minneapolis, and later 
became the first’ physical director 
at the University of Minnesota. 
After seyen years of work at Min- 
neapolis, he went. to Chicago as 
physical director in turnvereins and 
in the public schools. While at 
Chicago he managed the physical 
education exhibit at the Chicago 
world’s fair, after which he came 
to St. Louis in 1894. 

Beginning work in St. Louis at 
the old St. Louis Turnverein and 
at Toensfeldt Institute, a private 
school for boys, he was appointed 
an assistant in physical education 
in the public schools here and was 
made Supervisor of Physical Edu- 
cation in 1902. 

Won in World Contest. 

He was selected in 1908 by the 
St. Louis turner organization as 
trainer and manager of a picked 
team of gymnasts to compete in ap- 
paratus work and athletics at the 
International Gymnastic Tourna- 
ment at Frankfort, Germany, 
against 5000 other gymnasts. His 
team won five prizes, two being 
given for outstanding work partici- 
pated in by the entire team, 

Mr. Kindervater also was a mem- 
ber of the managing committee 
having charge of the demonstra- 
tion work by classes of the public 
schools and of turner societies at 
the St. Louis world’s fair in 1904. 

At the American Association of 
Physical Education convention held 
at the Coliseum in 1914, Mr. Kin- 
dervater presented a mass demon- 
stration of physical training as prac- 
ticed in the public schools. 

Masterpiece of His Career. 

He was made honorary manager 
of the national convention of the 
American Physical Education As- 
sociation, which was held in St. 
Louis last April. A mass demon- 
stration which he prepared for the 
convention was considered by him 
to be his masterpiece in a career 
of 55 years. It was a pageant en- 
titled “The Spirit of St. Louis,” his- 
torical episodes showing the devel- 
opment of physical education in St. 
Louis during his life here. There 
were more than 3000 participants in 
the pageant. 

Mr. Kindervater was given a tes- 
timonial dinner on May 24, 1931,

Among suggestions for solving 
the unemployment situation prior 
to the Roosevelt administration, he 
said, was one made by an Okla- 
homa utilities man to Patrick J. 
Hurley, Secretary of War under 
Herbert Hoover, that food scraps 
from the plates of customers in 
restaurants be saved for distribu- 
tion to the hungry. 

The utilities man’s letter closed, 
Hopkins said, with a thought of the 
poor that “God placed them here 
and it is our duty to see that they 
are taken care of in a Christian- 
like manner,”

Leinster Testifies He Failed in 
Two Attempts to Recoup 
Fortune by Marriage.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—The seventh 
Duke of Leinster, with gross lia- 
bilities listed at nearly $700,000 and 


assets nothing, told a receiver in 
Bankruptcy Court today that he 
went to America in 1928 “with the 
idea of marrying somebody rich.” 

The duke, appearing for public 
examination on demand of his 
creditors, testified he made the 
trip deliberately with the idea of 
recouping his bank balance, but 
that the plan fell through after he 
had been in touch with two pros- 
pective brides. No names were men- 
tioned. He disclosed he had en- 
tered the American heiress market, 
stipulating the woman he would 
marry would have to pay all his 
debts. Two women éntered the 
scene as possibilities. Negotiations 
with the first were broken off after 
“only a few weeks,” he said. Ne- 
gotiations with the second lasted 
“six months.” 

The 44-year-old duke was married 
in December, 1932, to Mrs. Raffaelle 
Van Neck of New York. That was 
about a month after his engage- 
ment to the second “possibility” 
was broken, he said. 

His first wife, who died last year, 
was May Etheridge. They were di- 
vorced in Scotland in 1930. 

The duke told the receiver he had 
lived, until 1928, on a $5000 yearly 
allowance from the purchaser of 
his contingent reversionary in- 
terest in the Leinster family estates. 
This allowance, however, was made 
subject to several conditions, one of 
which specified he could not go 
abroad without permission. 

He also disclosed he never had 
applied for a discharge from banke- 
ruptcies ordered in 1919 and 1922. 

The amount of his present gross 
liabilities is $696,165. 

The Dute of Leinster in 1922 pro- 
posed to race across the ocean in a 
ketch and went to New York to 
arrange the race. However, he re- 
turned to Europe to face his cred- 
itors. Soon thereafter, in 1923, he 
was convicted of obtaining credit 
without disclosing the fact that he 
was an undischarged bankrupt, but 
the Old Bailey recorder discharged 
him.

To the question as to whether 
Christianity had not identified it- 
self with capital, the Rev. Mr. Day 
replied: “There is no reason for 
this identification although the 
history of the church has some- 
times given grounds for such a be- 
lief. However, it is necessary to 


' make it clear they are not one and 


the same and it is especially impor- 

tant to persuade the capitalists that 

the two things are different.” 
Second Seminar Speaker. 

At a second seminar at Pilgrim 
Congregational Church the Rev. 
Henry Smith Leiper of New York, 
American secretary of the Universal 
Christian Council on Life and Work, 
said that the contemporary move- 
ment to unite the efforts of Chris- 
tian denominations was probably 
the only way of giving the church 
an effective part in attempting to 
aid in the solution of world prob- 
lems.

President ‘‘Autocratic Powers”’ 


Republican Nominee

By the Associated Press. 


Tonight I am going to discuss 
the threat of the present adminis- 
tration to our American form of 
Government. I am going to discuss 
it in terms of the rights and oppor- 
tunities secured to us as citizens by 
the Constitution of the United

Make no mistake about it: This 
threat to our form of government 
is a major issue in this campaign.

First, the Executive sets himself up 
as a popular leader, and in' the 
name of national emergency, asks 
that additional authority be given 
to him. 

Then, the Legislature gradually 
yields more and more power to the 
Executive, until the Legislature be- 
comes a mere instrument of the 
executive. 

Finally, the courts of law are un- 
dermined, and the judiciary ceases 
to be a protection for the people. 


All-Powerful Executive. 


When this final stage is reached 
—when the independence of the 
courts is destroyed—the rights and 
liberties of the people are gone. The 
people are then at the mercy of 
the Executive. The Executive is all 
powerful. 

We have seen the results of this 
process abroad. The first steps 
have already been taken here. 
Think back over the last three and 
one-half years, and see what has 
happened. In the name of emerg- 
ency, the President asked for and 
received the right to change the 
amount of gold in the dollar. 

In the name of emergency, the 
President has accepted authority to 
issue three billion dollars of green- 
backs. 

In the name of emergency, the 
President asked for and received 
the power to set up a so-called sta- 
bilization fund of two billion dol- 
lars. He can use this fund secretly 
to buy or sell gold, silver and for- 
eign exchange at any price he sees 
fit. And he can use it to control 
the price of United States Govern- 
ment bonds. 


Monetary Power of President. 


In short, the President, in the 
name of emergency, has acquired 
almost complete control over the 
money and credit system of the na- 
tion. Think what that means. One 
man, without notice, can alter the 
value of the dollar—can threaten 
the savings and the purchasing 
power of the wages of every man 
and woman in this country. 

Also in the name of emergency, 
the President asked for and re- 
ceived authority to determine how 
much agriculture and industry could 
produce and sell; at what wages and 
for how many hours labor could 
work. 

In the name of emergency, the 
President asked for and received 
appropriations from Coftgress to be 
spent at his discretion. These so- 
called blank checks have totaled 
13% billion dollars. 

In other words, during a period 
of less than three and one-half 
years, one President has been given 
the power to spend almost without 
restrictions eight times as much as 
the discretionary spending power 
given to 30 Presidents over a period 
of 143 years. 


Surrender of Congress. 


Congress in effect gave up its 
constitutional powers and surren- 
dered its control over the spending 
policy of the Government. Yet one 
of the most important victories in 
the history of popular government 
was that which won for the people’s 
representatives control over the 
public purse. Congress should never 
abdicate the rights won by the blood 
of men determined to be free, 
Through this transfer of power 
over the purse-strings to the Ex- 
ecutive, he has been able to over- 
ride the rights of local communi- 
ties and the states. He has been 
able to accomplish indirectly what 
the Constitution forbids him to do 
directly. It is a shameful thing 
when our mayors and the governors 
of our several states must appear 
before the Chief Executive as sup- 
plicants, or else lose their share of 
the Federal handout. 

The President spoke truly when 
he boasted before Congress in his 
report on the state of the Union 
last January, “we have built up new 
instruments of public power.” He 
spoke truly when he said these in- 
struments could provide “shackles 
for the liberties of the people... 
and ... enslavement for the pub- 
lic.” The people of .the United 
States have never authorized the 
President to set up powers that 
supersede their*Constitution. They 
do not want any Government to 
have powers that that could be used 
to shackle their liberties and en- 


Pledge of Repeal. 

If I am elected I shall recom- 
mend to Congress the repeal of all 
acts giving autocratic powers to 
the chief executive. 

I have listed only a few new 
powers asked for the President. 
These powers were granted with 
the understanding that they were 
only temporary. But after the pow- 
ers had been obtained, and after 
‘the eme cy was clearly over, we

DETROIT, Mich., Oct, 14.—Following is the text of the address 
of Gov. Alf M. Landon here last night: 


given up. In other words, the con- 
centration of pOwer in the hands of 
the President was not a question of 
temporary emergency. It was a 
question of permanent national pol- 
icy. In my opinion the emergency 
of 1933 was a mere excuse. 

Upon this, it seems to me the 
evidence is unmistakable. As 
viewed by this administration, the 
unfavorable decisions of the Su- 
preme Court were mere annoying 
set-backs, They made no visible 
change in the drive for a stronger 
and stronger central Government 
under a more and more powerful 
chief executive. 

If there has been a change of 
policy—it is time the American peo- 
ple were taken into the confidence 
of the administration and _in- 
formed of its plans. Does the ad- 
ministration plan to re-enact the 
NRA? Does it intend to return to 
the control of food products by 
Washington? If it does one it must 
do the other. If we have an NRA 
we must have an AAA, .If we have 
an AAA we must have an NRA. No 
nation can continue half regiment- 
ed and half free. Which course 
does this administration propose ‘to 
follow? There is only one man 
who can answer this question, and 
that man is the candidate for re- 
election to the presidency. 


Opposes National Planning. 

National economic planning—the 
term used by this administration to 
describe its policy—violates the 
basic ideals of the American sys- 
tem. It starts on the assumption 
that the people are not capable of 
looking after their own affairs. It 
says that America’s greatness was 
just an accident. This is not true. 
It is a libel on our people. From 
the day our nation was founded we 
have worked and saved and sacri- 
ficed for our greatness. 

Now this administration would 
put an end to individual effort. It 
has concluded that America must 
have a national economic plan. And 
without giving the people any 
choice in the matter, it has at- 
tempted to force such a plan upon 
our nation. 

Congress has been told it must 
pass this law or that law. It has 
been told it must appropriate money 
for the President to spend as he 
sees fit. This has not been a ques- 
tion of executive leadership and 
advice in the drafting of laws. It 
has not been a question of the 
President sitting down around a 
table with experienced members of 
congressional committees and dis- 
cussing what is best to be done. 

Penalty of Criticism. 

This administration has called 
upon its appointed subordinates to 
draft the laws. Then by executive 
pressure these laws were forced 
through Congress without adequate 
debate. It is little wonder so many 
of these laws were declared uncon- 
stitutional. | 

But this was not all. When any 
man dared criticise this policy of 
economic planning, the administra- 
tion brought into use its gigantic 
propaganda machine to discredit 
him. Even the Supreme Court did 
not escape. It made no difference 
that the court was only performing 
its duty when it declared unconsti- 
tutional laws which an untram- 
meled Congress would not have 
passed, and a wise executive would 
not have signed. 

But in spite of all these devises, 
in spite of the sweeping powers 
which the chief executive has ac- 
cumulated, these plans have not 
worked. There is only one test we 
know in America for judging a 
plan. It is the test of: “Did it 
work?” Not: “Did it sound well?” 
“Did it look well on paper?” It is, 
“Did it work?” By that test, the 
plans of this administration have 
failed. , 

NRA and Unemployment. 

During the life of the NRA codes 
which supposedly were designed to 
put men back to work, 500,000 more 
people, according to the figures of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
joined the ranks of the unemployed. 
And the Department of Agriculture, 
itself, has estimated that the AAA 
by its cotton program alone, de- 
stroyed in 1934 the equivalent of 
jobs for a million men. 

This whole economic planning 
has not led to the promised secur- 
ity. It has disturbed industry, pro- 
longed unemployment, and delayed 
recovery. 

But there is a lot more to it than 
this. National planning forces the 
Government to reach far beyond 
the field of business. It cannot al- 
low its plans to be disrupted by un- 
sympathetic citizens or by a critical 
press. The Government must force 
the non-conformer into line. There- 


fore, it has to pile regulation upon 
regulation and order upon order. 
The price of economic planning 
is the loss of economic freedom. 
And economic freedom and  0per- 
sonal liberty go hand in hand. 
Remember the threat to our eco- 
nomic freedom in the first two 
years of this administration. Re- 
member how step followed step un- 
til finally it was made a crime, 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, 
to grow potatoes, to sell atoes, 
even to buy potatoes, unless they 
came within a quota fixed by 
Washington. And remember, that 
threat was killed because the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court re- 
spected their oath of office. 


Development of Auto Industry. 


Now any administration that at- 
tempts to run the daily lives of its 
people, to make their business de- 
cisions, to supervise their farms, is 
working on the theory that it is 
far wiser than its people. But the 
present administration goes beyond 
this. It apparently believes that 
with the concentration of power in 
Washington, came a concentration 
of intelligence. 

But when I look around and see 
the automobiles on our. roads, I 
sometimes suspect that right here 
in Detroit there are a few brains 
tucked away that somehow have 
escaped the notice of Washington. 

I can rememb~: when there was 
no automobile industry. I can re- 
member when people first began to 
talk about that crazy new invention, 
the horseless buggy. And so far as 
I know, the horse and buggy went 
out and the horseless buggy came 
in without benefit of any planners 
in Washington. 

The Government at Washington 
did not build the automobile in- 
dustry. The Government in Wash- 
ington did not make it possible for 
20,000,000 of our citizens to own au- 
tomobiles. The Government in 
Washington did not give employ- 
ment to millions in this new indus- 
try and the dozens of related in- 
dustries. 

What built the automobile indus- 
try which has done so much for 
this country and its people? The 
very qualities that this administra- 
tion holds up to scorn—American 
initiative, American energy and 
American frugality. Yet teday we 
are told that initiative must be 
contralled, that energy and hard 
work must be restricted, that sav- 
ing has become a crime against 
society, 


Resistance of Motor Industry. 
The pioneers of Detroit dreamed 
of producing automobiles at so low 
a price that they could be owned 
by the many. They have made 
their dream come true. 

The automobile industry, instead 
of talking about recovery has 
worked for recovery. This industry 
has led the way back from depres- 
sion, and I do not think it is with- 
out significance that this industry 
resisted at every turn the compul- 
sory regulations imposed! by ‘the 
NRA. Indeed, one of its most dis- 
tinguished leaders never signed the 
code of the Blue Eagle. 

The automobile industry was not 
content to stand still. Instead, it 
used all the intelligence it could 
command to improve its product, 
lower its price and enlarge its mar- 
ket. In this way it has returned 
thousands to work—real work at 
real wages. 

There could be no better example 
to show that the need of this coun- 
try is not for a Government that 
attempts to direct and manage our 
lives. The need is for a Govern- 
ment that will protect our rights 
and foster American initiative, en- 
ergy and frugality. 

Protection From Abuses. 

It is the first duty of government 

to protect us from abuses—from the

abuses of concentrated power, 
whether the power be public or pri- 
vate. The protection against the 
abuse of private power is vigilant 
insistence that free competition be 
preserved. The protection against 
the abuse of public power is vigil- 
ant insistence on the rights of our 
citizens under the Constitution. 

If the Federal Government does 
not have the authority under the 
Constitution to prevent the abuse 
of private power, it should go to 
the people openly and ask for this 
authority. The way is clear, the 
mechanism is defined by the Con- 
stitution itself. I do not condemn 
requests for new powers when they 
seem to be necessary. But I do 
condeiin efforts to obtain powers 
by devious means without the peo- 
ple’s consent. 


If the President thinks agricul- 
tural and industrial anarchy can 
be prevented only by the re-enact- 
ment of the principles of NRA and 
AAA, let him say so. Let him tell 
us—and tell us before election day 
—just what amendments to the 
Constttution he has in mind. By 
his silence on this he is attempt- 
ing to dodge the fundamental issue 
of this campaign—the issue of 
whether he intends to change the 
form of our Government—whether 
labor, agriculture and business are 
to be directed and managed by 
government—directed and managed 
by politics. 


Wants States to Act. 

I do not believe that greater and 
greater concentration of power in 
the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and particularly in the ex- 


ecutive, is either necessary or wise. 
I believe that we should continue 
to use our 48 sovereign states to 
try out new ideas in the field of 
government. 


However, if I am elected and 
find that new powers are needed 
by the Federal Government, I shall 
favor Congress going to the people 
openly and ask for such powers 
through a constitutional amend- 
ment. The people must be given 
full opportunity to debate the issues 
involved before they take the mo- 
mentous step of changing the char- 
ter of their freedom. 


This charter—our Constitution— 
has served us well. It served our 
fathers well. 

We have only to look abroad to 
see that in many countries the 
charter of freedom is no more. Let 
us not forget this. In many coun- 
tries of this world today the people 
no longer have the freedom to sing 
in open worship of the faith of 
their fathers. They gather in hid- 
den places, and while they sing, 
the soldiery of despotism is pound- 
ing at their doors and carrying 


away their pastors and their priests.

Pittsburgh speech, the echo of the 
speaker's voice jarred with his 
words as they cameout of the loud 
speakers. 

An overflow crowd of 50,000 to 
60,000 persons had been expected, 
but at 9 o’clock, when Gov. Landon 
arrived, a little more than half of 
the lower grand stands was filled 
and there were only scattered 
groups in the upper stands. Re- 
sponses to the speaker's points were 
made by cheers, not applause. The 
heaviest responses came after he 
had praised the Detroit automobile 
industry.

Emergency as an Excuse. 


The Republican nominee charged 
the President had used the 1933 
emergency as a mere excuse for 
the acquisition of “temporary” ex- 
ecutive power and was trying to 
make fundamental changes in the 
system of government a permanent 
national policy. 

“Tt seems to me,” he said, “the 
evidence is unmistakable. As viewed 
by this administration, the unfavor- 
able decisions of the Supreme Court 
were mere annoying setbacks, They 
havé’ made no change in the drive 
for a stronger and stronger central 
government under a more and 
more powerful chief executive. 


“Tf there has been a change of 
policy, it is time the American peo- 
ple were taken into the confidence 
of the administration and informed 
of its plans. What course does the 
administration propose to follow? 
There is only one man who can 
answer this question, and that man 
is the candidate for re-election to 
the presidency.” 

A roar of boos swept the stands. 

Landon used the deadly parallel 
to substantiate his argument that 
“the threat to our form of govern- 
ment is a major issue in this cam-

paign.” He said the first step in 
the destruction of democracy comes 
when the executive sets himself up 
as a popular leader and asks for 
additional power inthe name of na- 
tional emergency; that the Second 
step is the wielding of the legisla- 
tive branch, and that finally there 
is an undermining of the judiciary. 

“We have seen the results of 
this process abroad,” he said. “The 
first step has already been taken 
here, Think back over the last 
three and a half years and see 
what has happened.” 

Emergency Grants of Power. 

Landon recounted how President 
Roosevelt had.asked for and re- 
ceived the right to devalue the 
dollar; had accepted authority to 
issue three billion dollars of green- 
back currency, and had asked for 
and received power to set up the 
two billion dollar secret stabiliza- 
tion fund, through which, Landon 
charges, he could control the price 
of Government bonds. 

“In short,” Landon declared, us- 
ing his right fist for emphasis, “the 
President, in the name of emergen- 
cy, has acquired complete control 
over the money and credit system 
of the nation. Think what that 
means. One man, without notice, 
can alter the valeu of the dollar— 
can threaten the savings and the 
purchasing power of the wages of 
every man and woman in this 
country.” 

Taking up the “blank checks” 
written by Congress for use by the 
President, Landon said that during 
the last three and a half years 
President Roosevelt had been given 
power to spend, virtually at his own 
discretion, a total of $13,500,000,000 
as “Congress in effect gave up its 
constitutional powers and surrend- 
ered its control over the spending 
pewer of the Government.” 

The vast discretionary power giv- 
en to the President, he continued, 
had enabled Roosevelt to override 
the rights of the local communities 
and the states. 

“He has been, able,” Landon 
shouted, “to accomplish indirectly 
what the Constitution forbids him 
to do directly.” 

The crowd let this 
pass without response, 
Ridicules Economic Planning. 
Before launching into his own 
state’s right solution of the nation’s 
economic, social and industrial prob- 
lems, Landon ridiculed the New 
Deal’s national economic planning, 
and declared that it violated the 
basic ideals of the American sys- 

tem. 

As evidence that Roosevelt was at- 
tempting to put over a national eco- 
nomic plan without the consent of 
the people, the nominee cited the 
“must” legislation rushed through 
the last two Congresses. 

The crowd cheered when he said: 

“This administration has called 
upon its appointed subordinates to 
draft laws. Then by executive pres- 
sure these laws were forced through 
Congress without adequate debate. 
It is little wonder so many of these 
laws were declared unconstitu- 
tional.” | 

And as at Chicago and Cleveland, 
the Kansas Governor had the crowd 
laughing with him. This was espe- 
cially evident when, with dry hu- 
mor, he asked whether the New 
Deal plans had worked, and an- 
swered his own question with an 
emphatic statement that the admin- 
istration’s plans had failed. 

Toward the end of the speech, 
Landon let his voice down and his 
most obvjous points brotight little 
response from the crowd. His per- 
oration, in which he painted a dark 
picture of life in the dictatorships 
of Europe, brought virtually no

Rebels Say They Have Rejected Of- 
fer to Surrender Capital. 

BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 14.—Fascist 
officers declared yesterday they had 
rejected an offer from _ several 
Madrid leaders to surrender the 
capital in exchange for concessions. 

Headquarters ‘ere issued a com- 
munique declaring: “The situation 
of our army is such that it is use- 
less to discuss the surrender of 
Madrid, which must be total.” 

The first disclosure of the offer 
to surrender came from headquar- 
ters at Salamanca, where officers 
said overtures were made to sub- 
mit speedily in return for favors. 

Appeals to the Madrid population 
to capitulate and “avoid useless 
spilling cf blood” were dropped on 
the capital again by airplane, the 
Fascists announced. They said the 
proclamations warned, “If this sur- 
render is refused, the strength of 
the punishment will depend on the 
resistance opposed to us.” 

The insurgents. declared women 
were demonstrating in the streets 
of Maiirid, protesting against the 
lack of news from their husbands 
and sons and demanding the Gov- 
ernment deliver mail from the front 
lines.

Work Likely tor a Year 


Because of Litigation Not a Foot of Property 
Has Been Acquired—U. S. Government 
Sustaining $3000 a Month Loss. 


Although the city voted more 
than a year ago a bond issue of 
$7,500,000 as a contribution toward 
construction by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of a proposed $30,000,000 
Jefferson Memorial on the river- 
front site visited today by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, work on the project 
has never been started and is now 
held up by a court injunction, The 
Government has not acquired title 
to any of the property in the 37- 
block area. 

The injunction, a temporary or- 
der pending appeal, was granted 
last Aug. 17 by the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia in a suit brought by 
St. Louis property owners challeng- 
ing the constitutionality of acts of 
Congress under which the Govern- 
ment was proceeding. The District 
of Columbia Supreme Court (a 
lower court) held against the peti- 
tioners, but they appealed and the 
Court of Appeals granted their re- 
quest for a temporary injunction 
pending appeal. 

Some time in the next few 
months the Court of Appeals will 
have a hearing on whether to grant 
the petitioners’ request for a pre- 
liminary injunction to remain in 
effect until their case can be tried 
on its merits. The granting of a 
preliminary injunction might delay 
work for a year or longer pending 
the reaching of the case on the 
docket of the lower court, where it 
would be tried. If the petitioners 
should ultimately be sustained in 
their contention as to the unconsti- 
tutionality of the project and get 
a permanent injunction, that would 
be the end of the memorial in its 
projected form. 

Government Alleges Loss. 

In a recent application to the 
Court of Appeals to require the pe- 
titioning property owners to fur- 
nish an indemnity bond, the Gov- 
ernment asserted it was sustaining 
a loss of nearly $3000 a month, and 
the city of St. Louis a loss of ap- 
proximately $150 a day, because of 
the injunction which keeps’ the 
work from proceeding. 

The defendants in the suit, rep- 
restning the Government, are Har- 
old L. Ickes, individually and as 
Secretary of the Interior; Arno B. 
Cammerer, individually and as di-

In their motion for bond these 


being sustained by the Government 
as follows: The National Park Serv- 
ice, designated to construct and 
supervise the memorial, had opened 
an office in St. Louis, paying $840 
a month rent, and had employed 
26 persons, with a monthly payroll 
of $5142; by reason of enforced in- 
activity, the motion said, at least 
half the services of the employes 
and half the office space were use- 
less to the Government, and so the 
Government was damaged to the 
extent of half these amounts, or 
$2991. 

$150 a Day Loss to St. Louis. 

As to the city’s damages, the ar- 
gument was: 

“The city of St. Louis of the 
State of Missouri has issued and 
sold its bonds in the sum of $2,- 
250,000, all of which bear interest 
at the rate of 2% per centum per 
annum and the proceeds. thereof 
have been paid to the appellees 
(Ickes and others) in their respec- 
tive capacities as officers of the 
United States for certain uses and 
purposes which are being delayed 
and obstructed by the said injunc- 
tion of this honorable court which 
prevents the city of St. Louis from 
deriving any use or benefit from 
the said sum of $2,250,000 during 
the pendency of this appeal, al- 
though it will be compelled to pay 
interest -which will accrue thereon 
during the pendency of this ap- 
peal at the rate of more than $150 
per day.” 

The amount of city bonds sold— 
$2,250,000—was one-third of the 
amount of Federal funds allotted 
to the project by President Roose- 
velt to provide a total fund of $9,- 
000,000 for commencement of the 
memorial. The remaining $5,250,000 
of city bonds have not yet been sold. 

Bond Set at $7500. 

The Government representatives 
asked the court to require the suing 
property owners to provide bond 
“to indemnify all persons and cor- 
porations against any and all loss, 
injury or damage which they may 
suffer or sustain by reason of the 
injunction,” and undertook to show 
that in addition to the damages to 
the city and the United States Gov- 
ernment, property owners would suf- 
fer unestimated losses by reason of 
not being able to sell their prop- 
erty to the Government or make 
other disposition of it during the 
pendency of the litigation. 

The court ordered a bond of 
$7500, not in the broad terms of the 
motion but “to answer all costs and 
damages the defendants in the suit 
may sustain if it shall he hereafter 
determined that the temporary in- 
junction was improvidently grant- 
ed.” 

This bond was filed and approved 
Sept. 28, five days after the court 
ordered it.

Jim Jeffries’ Old 
Home Torn Down 
For School House 


By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 14.—The 


house that hatched a hravy- 
weight champion of the world 
was razed today. 

Formerly it was the home of 
Jim Jeffries, and it was there 
that big Jim took his worst lick- 
ing. The old warrior, with his 


brothers Charlies and John, were 
on hand to watch the redwood 
structure—long a sports land- 
mark of the city—pass into the 
limbo of memories. 

“Right there in the back yard 
was the barn where Jim first took 
to fighting,” John Jeffries said. 

“And right there,” said Jim, 
“was the irrigation ditch where 
that engineer tanned my hide 
better’n anybody else ever 
could.” 

Jeffries said the city water de- 
partment ran a ditch out to wa- 
ter his father’s orange grove. He 
used to wade in it and the ene- 
gineer—the late Willian Hulhol- 
land, dam builder—warned him to 
stay out of it. Jim didn’t. 

“So the next time he caught 
me he pulled me out and began 
paddling me, I wasn't used to 
that kind of punching and didn't 
have a defense.” 

The house, Jeffries said, was 
built by their father when he 
brought his family from Colum- 
bus, O., in 1882. 

Boxing in the barn grew to be 
a reguiar pastime, they said, and 
big Jim came to be the boss 
whacker of the neighborhood. “He 
used to lay out four or five kids 
in a row,” John Jeffries said. 
“He weighed about 200 pounds 
before he was 20.” 

The house was razed to make 
room for a school building.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. 

OR one breathless moment last 
F night it appeared that Gov. Lan- 

don was going to force an issue 
between himself and President 
Roosevelt on what many voters re- 
gard as the most important question 
before them, to wit: Shall the Con- 
stitution be amended to empower 
the Federal Government to exercise 
control over industry and agricul- 
ture such as the administration 
sought to assert through NRA and 
AAA? 

If the President believes such 
control ‘is necessary to prevent in- 
dustrial anarchy, said the Gover- 
nor, he should announce that he 
favors a constitutional amendment 
to that end-—-and he should an- 
nounce it before’ election. Other- 
wise, he is dodging the fundamental 
issue of the campaign.” It was a 
succinct way of putting what a 
great many people have been say- 
ing. As for himself, the Repub- 
lican nominee continued, he does 
not believe such an amendment is 
“either wise or necessary.” If he 
had let it go at that, everyone 
would have known exactly where 
he stood. But then came the fatal 
“but.” : 

But, said the Governor; if he is 
elected, and finds that such an 
amendment is necessary, he “will 
favor going to the people openly, 
and asking,” etc., etc. You would sup- 
pose that both the candidates would 
know by now whether they intend 
to advocate such an amendment or 
not. But what do they say? The 
President says nothing,‘and his op- 
ponent isn’t certain whether it will 
be “necessary.” So you pays your 
money and you takes your choice.

When Does a Voter 
Make Up His Mind? 


Perhaps statistics once deserved 
the name of “the dismal science” 
but the men who have made a pay- 
ing business out of the straw vote 
industry have invested it with color 
and suspense, not to mention mys- 
tery. For example, one of them 
states the number of voters who 
have not made up their minds how 
they will vote in the election has been 
reduced from 16.8 per cent to 9 per 
cent. He does not give the date 
on which 16.8 per cent of them were 
still undecided, but let that pass. 

The total number of persons vot- 
ing for Roosevelt, Hoover and 
Thomas four years ago was 39,477,- 
479. Census figures indicate that 
4,000,000 will be added to the total 
this year, which would make it 
43,477,479. At one stage in the cam- 
paign, according to this straw vote 
taker, 16.8 per cent of these people, 
or 7,304,216,472, were undecided how 
they would vote, but since that time 
3,591,143,542 have arrived at de- 
cisions, so that when his report was 
published only 3,713,072.93 remained 
on the fence. 

As anyone knows who has lis- 
tened to the speeches, this probably 
is the most important election since 
the Civil War (or was it the Pelo- 
ponnesian War).

BARRETT TO RUN 
AHEAD OF LANDON 


Stark’s Vote to Be Lower 
Than President’s, Lead- 
ers Also Say—Relief 
‘Waste’ Discussed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 14— 
The Second Congressional District, 
in which will be cast slightly less 
than 10 per cent of the Missouri 
vote in the election next month, ap- 
parently will be Democratic for 
both the national and State tickets. 

Indications point to a reduction 
in the 27,833 Roosevelt 1932 plural- 
ity in the district to about 12,000 
and ‘o a plurality of about 6000 for 
Stark for Governor. 

Carved by the Legislature to 
make it a certain Democratic dis- 
trict except under the most adverse 
Republican landslide conditions, the 
Second this year shows" no evi- 
dences of going into the Republican 
column. It includes a group of the 
more populous and certain Demo- 
cratic counties bordering the Mis- 
souri River in the central part of 
the State, a few close counties and 
a group of small Republican coun- 
ties south of the river. 

Including the First Congressional 
district, a political survey of which 
was published in the Post-Dispatch 
Monday, approximately 15 per cent 
of the vote to be polled in Novem- 
ber is accounted for with a present 
indicated Roosevelt plurality in that 
15 per cent of about 18,000, and a 
Stark plurality of about 7000. 

G. O. P. Areas Not Included. 

Nearly ali the counties included 
in these two districts, however, are 
Democratic and the two do not in- 
clude any of the strong Republican 
section of Southwest Missouri, Nor, 
either, do they include Jackson 
County, where a tremendous Demo- 
cratic majority is virtually certain. 

Interviewing political leaders of 
both parties in the second district, 
one encounters the usual conflict- 
ing reports and claims met in all 
political campaigns. Some Demo- 
crats profess to ee another Demo- 
cratic landslide, others merely a 
comfortable majority. From Demo- 
cratic sources one is told of the 
many Republican farmers and 
workers w oO are going to vote the 
Democratic ticket because of the 
relief payments they have received, 
and the statement is frequently 
made that only here and there is 
a Democrat who will vote for 
Landon. 

From the Republicans one ‘hears 
of large numbers of Democrats on 
relief who are dissatisfied, who ob- 
ject to the waste in the relief setup 
and who are going to vote the Re- 
publican ticket.

Men Described as Unsatisfied. 

“Neither of these crews is satis- 
fied,” a leading Republican said,

At the present time Barrett’s 
greater strength seems to lie in a 
growing ‘anti-Pendergast sentiment, 
a feeling that the Democratic State 
Pendergast administration has been 
unbusinesslike and negligent in the 
handling of old-age pensions and in 
an adverse sentiment caused by the 
insurance rate settlement. scandals. 

Lull in Insurance Fight. 

The fraternal insurance society 
fight on Stark appeurs to have died 
out to a considerable extent. It was 
esponsible for many of the votes re- 
ceived by William Hirth in his pri- 
mary contest with Stark, but now 
there seems to be a belief that 
Stark is committed to the removal 
of State Insurance Superintendent 
O’Malley, though Stark never has 
publicly given the pledge, and one 
hears little about the fraternal row. 

The Democrats are counting 
heavily on the relief expenditures, 
which in the Second District have 


amounted to approximately $29,- 
000,000. In wheat, corn and hog 
benefits alone, the AAA has . dis- 
tributed $6,939,260 in the district. 
The remainder of the $29,000,000 is 
made up of Federal Land Bank 
loans, HOLC loans, WPA expendi- 
tures and direct relief payments. 

At this time there are 6946 per- 
sons on work relief in the district, 
the number equaling about 2% per 
cent of the population. The month- 
ly payroll is approximately $250,000, 
not a bad sum, both Democrats and 
Republicans say, gor distribution in 
one congressional district just be- 
fore the election, with  simila’ 
amounts being paid out in all the 
other districts. 

Hirth showed much strength in 
the district in the primary, getting 
25,069 votes to 33,308 for Stark. He 
carried three of the 15 counties, but 
one in which his lead over Stark 
was greatest was Boone, his home 
county, in which there seldom is 
much scratching of the Democratic 
ticket in the election. 

Hirth undoubtedly will take the 
votes of some of his personal fol- 
lowing among the farmers»to Bar- 
rett, but Barrett’s lead will be due 
more to the anti-Pendergast feeling 
which the -Hirth* primary fight 
stirred up among the Democrats 
than to any other reason.

OED ON CHARGE 
OF PRIE-FIXING 


General Electric and West- 
inghouse Among Firms 
Accused of Conspiracy by 
Federal Board. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. — The 


Federal Trade Commission accused 
General Electric, Westinghouse and 
seven other companies yesterday 
of entering into a price-fixing 
agreement, which the commission 
said tended to monopolize business 
and deprive buyers of the advant- 
ages of free competition. 

Named with the companies in a 
complaint issued by the commis- 
sion was the Heat Exchange In- 
stitute, said to be a trade associa- 
tion with headquarters in New 
York. The commission said the 
institute was organized in 1933 to 
aid the corporations in making 
their agreement effective. 

Other Respondents. 

Other respondents, said to be 
manufacturers of turbine generat- 
ors or condensers or both, were: 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co., 
Milwaukee; Elliott Co., Jeannette, 
Pa.; Worthington Pump & Ma- 
chinery -Corporation, Harrison, N. 
J.; Ingersoll-Rand Co., Jersey City; 
Foster-Wheeler Corporation, New 
York; C. H. Wheeler Manufactur- 
ing Co., Philadelphia, and Ross 
Heater & Manufacturing Co., Buf- 
falo. 

All were given until Nov. 13 to 
show why they should not be or- 
dered to desist from the alleged 
practices, which the commission 
said were in violation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act. 

In the words of the commission 
statement, the respondents “are 
said to constitute a group so pow- 
erful that they are able to control 
the turbine generator and con- 
denser business in the United 
States.” 

Eliminating Competition. 

“For the purpose of eliminating 
competition among themselves,” the 
complaint charged, “the respond- 
ents, under their agreement, fix 
and maintain uniform prices as 
well as uniform performance guar- 
antees for their products; adhere 
to pricing sheets compiled by one 
of their number, although such pric- 
ing sheets bear no relation to the 
individual costs of the respective 
respondents in the manufacture of 
their products; submit identical 
bids, not only for turbine generators 
and condensers, but for the ‘extras’ 
necessary for their installation, and 
take disciplinary action against any 
of their group who fail to abide 
by the prices in accordance with 
their agreement.” 

The nine companies adopted, as 
their own, confidential performance 
data compiled by one of the group 
although the data was unrelated to 
actual performance of their prod- 
ucts. 

The complaint asserted that the 
principal purchasers of turbine 
generators and condensers were 
publicly and privately owned util- 
ities and municipal, State and Fed- 
eral governments.

wholly unsatisfactory handling of the relief problem. 
It certainly cannot be said that the administration 
of relief has followed any consistent plan, for the 
course of the New Deal has been marked by one shift 
in policy after another, Despite the billions that 
have been poured out, there are still 20,000,000 persons 
on relief, and, as the Republican candidate pointed 
out, the spending for relief is running higher now 
than in 1934. 
The Government first, in May, 1933, set up the 
FERA for the making of outright relief grants to the 
states. The idea was that work relief should sup- 
plant direct relief wherever possible, but it was later 
admitted in a report of the FERA that “as a national 
program, work relief fell short of realizing what had 
been hoped for it.” Then came the Industrial Re- 
covery Act of June, 1933, with its $3,300,000,000 for 
expanding Federal public works and for making loans 
and grants to states and cities for various types of 
projects, The money was solicited from Congress and 
was voted on the theory that it would “prime the 
pump” of private industry and bring about a great 
wave of re-employment. In November, 1933, the ad- 
ministration turned to the stop-gap CWA, which was 
intended to provide employment through the winter 
while the public works program was getting up steam. 
PWA, however, failed to create much employment, 
either directly or indirectly, and soon it came to be 
regarded primarily as a relief agency. The pump- 
priming theory hadn’t worked. | 
CWA lasted for about five months; then FERA 
again took up the burden. Finally, in January, 1939, 
President Roosevelt @ked for $4,880,000,000 to finance 
a new program. The money was voted. WPA was 
then created, superseding FERA. WPA is what we 
have now. 
The centralization of relief spending at Washing- 
ton has produced a train of evils—waste and extrav- 
agance; artificial standards of relief; an increasing 
dependence of states and of individuals on the Fed- 
eral Government; and, as pointed out in the Lipp- 
mann column today, vast aggrandizement of the per- 
sonal power of the President. 
None other than Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, now one of 
the ardent supporters of Mr. Roosevelt for re-election, 
wrote in October, 1935: “The PWA-WPA program 
is a complete flop in its first half, and a thinly dis- 
guised and very expensive dole in its second half.” 
As we have repeatedly said, and as Gov. Landon 
said the other night, there ought to be an official de- 
termination of the number of persons out of work. It 
is indeed inexcusable that no such census of the un- 
employed has ever been taken, and equally inexcus- 
able that there are no exact data as to the persons on 
relief. Estimates of the number of unemployed vary 
all the way from 6,000,000 to over 11,000,000. What 
are the facts? 
There ought also to be a separation of Federal pub- 
lic works from relief; that is not a political demand 
merely, but it represents the expert judgment of the 
American Association of Social Workers. Finally, 
there should be at the next session of Congress a re- 
examination of the whole problem of relief, with a 
view to radical decentralization.

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CENSORSHIP AT WASHINGTON U. 


What is the function of a student newspaper? 
Should it be a “house organ” of the college or uni- 
versity where it is published, designed solely to bally- 
hoo a favorable view of the institution? Or should it 
be a free organ of campus opinion, expressing the 
student vie int on school affairs? 

The former conception apparently is to rule at 
Washington University, if the censorship imposed 
on the columns of Student Life in the current dis- 
cussion over disciplinary matters is a fair indication 
of policy. Two students, Don Ellinger and Philip 
Monypenny, have been deprived of their scholarships 
and otherwise disciplined for their part in urging 
freshman students not to enter the R. 0. T. C. Nat- 
urally, this is a burning topic on the campus. But the 
editors of Student Life have been warned by faculty 
advisers not to comment on the situation or to reprint 
downtown newspapers’ editorials about it, on penalty 
of dismissal from their posts. As a result, the paper 
carried no editorials in its issue of last Friday. 
Friends of the university deeply regret that its 
authorities have seen fit to throttle free speech on 
the campus, to punish critics of the military training 
unit and now, making a bad matter worse, to impose 
press censorship.

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AGREEMENT ON GOLD. 


Proceeding along the course indicated three weeks 
ago, when they decided jointly to steady foreign ex- 


United States, Great Britain and France have now 
agreed to exchange gold reserves, as the need may 
arise, to keep the currencies of each on an-even keel. 

From the standpoint of the United States, the most 
important result will be the discontinuance of gold 
exportation by licensed individuals and firms whose 
purchases and sales of gold abroad have fended to 
affect the market. Under the new agreement, ‘the 
Government’s authorized representative, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, alone will be permitted 
to sell gold, and this will be only to the stabilization 
fund authorities of France and Great Britain. The 
likelihood, as well as the expectation, is that other 
nations will want to participate in the accord. Indeed, 
Japan has already indicated that it favors stabiliza- 
tion by international action, to which it would be a 
party. 
In this connection, we reprint under the cartoon 
today John T. Flynn’s article from the current issue 
of the New Republic on the stabilization agreement. 
Mr. Flynn, a penetrating financial analyst, dissents 
from the interpretation of Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau that the joint action is the “culmination 
of a three-and-a-half-year dream” of the Roosevelt 
administration. :

The story came out in such a way as to 
create the impression that the entire inci- 
dent was a fresh instance of Rooseveltian 
leadership. You felt that Roosevelt was the 
great protagonist of world currency stabil- 
ization, that somehow France had been the 
persistent enemy of this, that Roosevelt had 
forced the issue and then assumed the lead 
to protect not only American, but British and 
French currencies as well. This, said Mr. 
Morgenthau, “is the culmination of a three- 
and-a-half-year dream.”

Everyone will recall that, in the very be- 
ginning of his administration, Mr. Roosevelt 
announced his determination to get prices 
up. He held with a weird fascination to the 
theory that the way to stimulate business 
was to get prices up, Great Britain had gone 
off the gold standard in Hoover’s day. One 
object of this was to get prices down—that 
is, to stimulate her export trade by cheapen- 
ing the pound and thus make prices of En- 
glish goods to foreigners lower in terms of 
foreign money. 

This had unsettled international exchange 
somewhat. And as the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration came in amid wild rumors of impend- 
ing inflation, this tended further to unsettle 
the exchange markets. Then around August, 
1933, Mr. Roosevelt sprang the gold-purchas- 
ing plan. Surely, you have not forgotten 
Prof. Warren and his famous gold-price the- 
ory. The President adopted this theory. 

Briefly, as you will surely recall, the theory 


was that the purchasing power of the dol- 


lar was determined by its gold content. But 
gold fluctuates in value like any other com- 
modity. This results in a constant fluctua- 
tion of the purchasing power of the dollar. 
This, of course, was the Fisher theory, and 
had been noted by Adam Smith. Therefore, to 
make the dollar stable in value, it is neces- 
sary to permit the gold content to fluctuate. 
But, of course, if the gold content fluctu- 
ates, the gold value of the dollar in interna- 
tional exchange will fluctuate. The President 
was here presented with a choice. He had 
to decide between the stability of the dollar 
in international exchange and its stability as 
a purchasing unit in domestic commerce. 
The President chose the latter. Thus, he de- 
reponse d decided against currency stability 
in international exchange.

the President said: “The sound internal 
economic system of a nation is a greater 
factor in its well-being than the price of its 
currency in changing terms of the currencies 
of other nations.” You may be disposed to 
agree with this. That is not the point. The 
point is that the man who said this was tak- 
ing a definite stand against stabilization. 

When he finally embarked on the gold- 
purchase plan and the devaluation plan, fore- 
shadowed in the London conference message, 
he announced that his aim was to get prices 
up, that when he got them up, “we shall seek 
to establish a dollar which will not change 
its purchasing power and debt-paying pow- 
er during the succeeding generation.” He 
added: “This is a policy, not an expedient.” 

After this, no man could tell from day to 
day what the dollar would be worth. Its value, 
stated in francs or pounds, was different 
every month, though the value of francs and 
pounds with reference to each other was 
fairly stable. During 1933 and 1934, all the 
uncertainty in international exchange was 
introduced by the President “as a policy.” 

When, in 1934, he got from Congress the 
power to fix the content of the dollar, he in- 
sisted on a range of 10 per cent in gold 
value, within which he could change from 
time to time. That is still the law. 

« * > 


The whole plan, as a debt-reducing and 
price-raising scheme, was a howling failure. 
And one never hears much about it any 
more. Prices began to go up when the ob- 
vious device of increasing purchasing power 
by Government expenditures was pushed and 
as a result of certain scarcity schemes which 
the President also fathered. But the whole 
gold plan was a grand flop. 

However, flop or not, it was the President's 
plan and it was adopted with full knowledge 
by the President that it created uncertainty 
in international exchange. It is for this 
reason, therefore, that one opens one’s eyes 
in amazement when the Secretary, doubtless 
acting under coaching from his adroit mas- 
ter, tells the world that stabilization of inter- 
national currency is the realization of a 
three-and-a-half-year dream of the adminis- 
tration. The willingpess of the Government 
to go into it now is a formal and definite 
abandonment of the President's scheme for 
raising prices by the Warren gold plan. 

The defense of the pound sterling by the 
Secretary against an attack by Moscow was 
just a piece of comic horseplay by an uncon- 
scious comedian. The notion that the Rus- 
sian Government wanted to hamper France's 
effort to devalue, that it imagined it could 
buck the gold reserves of America, France 
and England in an exchange gamble, is 
worthy of the Secretary. In an exchange 
market where the normal sales of sterling 
amount to $100,000,000 a week, a transaction 
involving $5,000,000 was certainly not wun- 
usual, However, little Henry has had his 
bit of clowning as the “Savior of the Pound.”

John Wesley Hill, retired chan- 
cellor of Lincoln Memorial Univer- 
sity, died at a hotel here Monday 
night. He was 73 years old. 

A Methodist clergyman, he for- 
merly was grand chaplain of the 
Masonic order in New York. After 
his retirement as president of Lin- 
cain Memorial University, at Cum- 
berland Gap, Tenn., where he had 
served for 20 years, Dr. Hill con- 
tinued as a trustee with an office 
in Washington, D. C. 

He was the father of John War- 
ren Hill, presiding Justice of the 
Court of Domestic Relations here. 
A native of Kalida, O., he was or- 
dained a Methodist minister in 
1889, a year after he married Nora 
Holmes of Findlay, O. After her 
death he married Miss Sadie Har- 


She survives. 

Dr. Hill held .»astorates_ in 
Sprague, Wash.; Ogden, Utah; Hel- 
ena, Mont.; Minneapolis, where he 
founded the Fowler Memorial 
Church; Fostoria, O., and Harris- 
burg, Pa., before coming to New 
York. 

He was chaplain of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Senate in 1900 and in 
1908 and in 1912 was chaplain of 
Republican national conventions. 
He supplied the pulpit of Marley- 
bone Presbyterian Church in Lon- 
don in 1909, 

Dr. Hill established the Asiatic 
branch of the International Peace 
Forum in 1911, and in 1914 became 
the first general secretary of the 
World Court League in the United 
States.

. ACrOSS the Missouri River 
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The new link that binds the City of St. Louis with the 
thriving cities and rich agricultural sections of Northern 
and Western Missouri, and Iowa, is ready for traffic. 


This massive structure of steel and concrete represents 
the newest engineering methods of modern bridge 
building, and is one of the most substantial ever con- 
structed for railroad use.

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Restored Gateway of Old French Fort in Illinois 
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GATEWAY DEDICATED 
AT FORT DE GHARTRES 


Daughters of American Colo- 
nists Hold Ceremony Near 
Prairie du Rocher. 


The restored limestone gateway 
to old Fort de Chartres, built by 
the French in 1720, was dedicated 
yesterday by the National Society, 
Daughters of American Colonists. 
Many of the spectators, who came 
from Prairie du Rocher and the 
surrounding area, were persons of 
French descent whose ancestors set- 
tled in Illinois 200 years ago. 

The new gateway, built from, a 
description in a French treaty, is 
three feet thick, about 35 ‘feet tall 
and 40 feet wide. It is topped by a 
wooden roof such as gave shelter 
to sentries who ‘manned the two 
cannons pointing down the road. 


On either side of the archway 
and its oaken doors, twin tablets 
have been placed, giving the history 
of the fort. One is in French, the 
other in English. 

Wording on Tablets. 
They read as follows: 
“Fort de Chartres, seat of civil 
and military government in the II- 
linois Country. for half a century, 
was first completed in 1720. In 
1753-1756 it was rebuilt of stone at 
a cost of 200,000 livres, and be- 
came one of the strongest forts in 
North America and the key to the 
French defenses in what is now 
the United States. 
“By the Treaty of Paris, 1763, 
France ceded her North American 
possessions to Great Britain, but 
Fort de Chartres, the last post to 
be surrendered, was occupied by a 
French garrison until 1765. Re- 
named Fort Cavendish, the fort was 
the seat of British Government in 
the Illinois country until 1772, when 
it was abandoned and destroyed. 
“The State of Illinois purchased 
the -site of Fort de Chartres and 
made it a State park in 1913. 
“This gatewa: was restored by 
the National Society, Daughters of 
American Colonies, 1936.” 
A simple French song offered by 
six elderly men of Prairie du Ro- 
cher won the greatest favor during 
the dedicatory program. They were 
accompanied by <c fiddler and a 
guitar player, who for years have

Luker, Superintendent of State 
Parks in Illinois; Francois Alabrune, 
French Vice-Consul in Chicago; 
Paul N. Angle of Springfield and 
Charles P. Casey, acting director of 
public parks in Illinois. 

Over the restored gateway flew 
the old Fleur-de-lis of France and 
the British flag. Visitors wandered 
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about the grounds before and after 
the program, inspecting the mu- 
seum and the guardhouse and chap- 
el, now in process of restoration. A 
well said to be the oldest in the 
Middle West also attracted atten- 
tion. + 

The fort is in a 22-acre park. Cost 
of the restored gateway was about 
$4000.

The greatest use of our extremi- 
ties is in walking, and it is not 
| until some reason for cutting down 
on this arises that we realize how 
/|much unnecessary walking we do. 


There is an old adage: “Use the 
head and save the feet.” 
The footstool is an invariable 


part of the picture of grandma or 
grandpa. And it should be. When 
elderly people are resting, the feet 
should always be elevated, and the 
'footstool is also valuable for keep- 
ing the feet out of the way of in- 
juries from other members of the 
family stumbling about. Such 
bruises are to be avoided above all 
things. Any infection must also 
be treated promptly with antisep- 
tics and hot packs. Extreme pre- 
cautions should be used in per- 
forming even such trivial services 
as cutting the toe nails, that the 
skin not be broken, for infection 
makes headway in these badly 
nourished feet very rapidly. 


All this, of course, especially ap- 
plies to middle-aged and elderly 
diabetics. In fact, one of the earli- | 
est signs that there is some ar- 
terial change in the body, most 
likely in the feet, is the finding of 


sugar in the urine. 


Varicose veins also cause circula- 
tory disturbances of another char- 
acter.
